LATER TO REDUCE FURTHER 


“Not an Attempt to Take Wind 
Cut of Sails of League,” Says 
Ald. Carl J. Murray. 


EXPECTS TO GET ACTION TONIGHT 


An attempt will probably be made at to- 
night's meeting of the city council to give 
Chicago immediate lower gas rates. Ald. 
Carl T. Murray of the Twentieth ward an- 
nounced yesterday that he would introduce 
an ordinance calling for a 77 cent rate for six 
months, pending definite action on the five 
year contract. Ald. Murray will endeavor to 
have the rules suspended and the ordinance 
passed at once because of the approach of 
the vacation period. 

“TI see no reason why Chicago should not 
take advantage of the report of the city ex- 
pert, W. J. Hagenah, and have 77 cent gas, 
rather than 85, until it has been decided 
whether the 70 cent rate can legally be en- 
forced.“ said Ald. Murray. I I can obtain 
a copy of the ordinance ané draft the neces- 
sary amendments in time, I shall introduce 
the measure at Monday’s council meeting, 
and ask for immediate passage by a suspen- 
sion of the rules. 


Thinks Support Should Be Given. 

It does not seem to me that the supporters 
of 70 cent gas should refuse to support 
this measure,” he continued. tit is not 
an attempt to take the wind from their 
sails, but to obtain some immediate relfef 
for the city pending their investigation. A 
reduction of 8 cents a thousand feet of gas is 
better than none at all, and if we can get 
that for six months er a year, perhaps the 
70 cent investigation will have approached 
an end and the people will have been the 
gainers irrespective of the result. A vote 
for such an ordinance would not be a vio- 
lation of a 70 cent campaign pledge, for 
such an ordinance would not be for the five 
year period involved, and would be merely 


a makeshift of great economical value to the 
consumers.” 


Must Ascertain Legal Effect. 

Mayor Harrison, when informed of the 
Murray plan, said it was a matter that would 
require reference to the corporation counsel 
to ascertain the legal effects. 

“I would want to know whether, if the 
city agreed on 77 cent gas for six months, it 
would be permissible under the legislative 
act,“ said he. Also, whether we might not 
be bound—being limited to contracting for 
five year periods—to carry out the six months’ 
agreement for the full period.“ 

A number of the members of the commit- 
tee on gas, oil, and electric light were non- 
committal about the Murray ordinance and 
their action on it tonight. The views of 
those who would talk were divergent. 


Good Thing for City. 

Ald. Pringle had not heard of the Murray 
plan, but thought it sounded reasonable, and 
if sufficient strength could be mustered that 
it would prove a good thing for the city. 

“I think perhaps we had better wait until 
we clean up the gas work we have on hand,“ 
Ald. Sitts said, “and hereafter drop these 
experts. At any rate the committee will meet 
this week and I think the matter should be 
referred to it for consideration. 

The proposition was a new one to Ald. 
Block, but he saw some good points in it, “ if 
the figures in the Hagenah report are cor- 
rect.“ 

Ald. B@hier, who is president of the Seventy 
Cent Gas league, was in Milwaukee yester- 
day. Chairman Twigg could not be located. 


Mahoney and McGregor Favored. 

There is a possibility of Mayor Harrison 
naming a new building commissioner and city 
physician tonight.

BONAPARTES DEAD 


Princess Clothilde, Mother of 
French Pretender, Sue- 
cumbs in Italy. 


GAVE LIFE TO CHARITY. 


{BY CABLE TO THE CHICAGO TRIBUNE. ] 

ROME, June 25.—Princess Clothilde Bona- 
parte, imperial nun of the Bonapartes, died 
today at Montcalieri. Her son, Victor 
Napoleon, pretender to the throne of Franco, 
was at her bedside with Dowager Queen 
Margherita of Italy and Dowager Queen 
Maria Pia of Portugal. 

The princess was 68 years old and a mem- 
ber of Italy's royal house. She was only 16 
years old when to seal the treaty alliance be- 
tween France and Italy, her father, King 
Victor Emmanuel, betrothed her to a cousi* 
of Emperor Napoleon III., Prince Napoleon. 
son of Jerome, the youngest brother of Na- 
poleon 1. 


Leaves Paris in State. 

With the downfall of the empire Princess 
Clothilde left Paris on the same day in 1870 
Empress Eugénie fled in disguise. The 
princess, ordinarily the most simple and un- 
obtrusive of women. caused her open state 
carriage to be brought to the principal en- 
trance of her residence at the Palais Royal, 
and. drove slowly and publicly to the Lyons 
railroad terminus, at the other end of Paris. 

She was greeted everywhere and even in 
the most revolutionary quarters of the then 
turbulent city with the utmost demonstra- 
tions of regard and respect, 

The people could not forget that through- 
out the empire she had been the sole mem- 
ber of the reigning family who showed by her 
conduct that she had at heart the dignity of 
the name of France, and who, by her bound- 
less yet unobtrusive charity and piety, had 
endeavored to atone in the eyes of the people 
for her imperial rank. 


Leads Life of Nun. 

Effecting a friendly separation from her 
gifted but profligate husband, who visited 
her once a year afterwards, and whom she 
nursed through his last illness at Rome, she 
had led ever since 1870 the life of a Sister of 
Mercy in the habiliments of a nun at her 
castle of Montcalieri, near Turin, which she 
‘had converted into a hospital And into a 
foundling asylum, devoting her existence to 
its inmates, and venerated from one end of 
Europe to the other as a saint, she won the 
title of the angel of the house of Savoy.“ 

From the day she left Paris the princess 
never returned until in 1903, when she nursed 
her dying sister-in-law, Princess Mathilde 
Bonaparte. 

Princess Clothilde leaves two sons. Be- 
sides the pretender, Victor Napoleon, there 
is Louis Napoleon, who has been a general 
in the Russian army and served in the war 
with Japan. Victor was disowned by his 
father because of his many vices. ‘' Plon 
Plon,“ as his father was called, left direc- 
tions that his eldest son should not be al- 
lowed to attend his funeral 


“Brains” of Bonapartist Party. 

Princess Clothilde for years was regarded 
as the brains of the party which favored 
Bonapartist restoration. She also held the 
purse strings. Clever as she was Plon 
Plon 
The sister ot King Humbert was known even 
then as the ugliest princess in Europe. She 
kept the control of her finances and allowed 
ner husband to squander but -little of her 
gold. When she was married France bound 
itself by treaty to pay her 840,000 4 year for 
the remainde? of her life.

WOUNDED AGENT 
DROWNS IN PARK 


George G. Gerrish Found in 
Jackson Lagoon with Two 
Cuts on His Scalp.

The body of George Gage Gerrish, 6446 
Ingleside avenue, an insurance man, was 
found floating in Jackson park lagoon yester- 
day. A gash in the back of his head anda 
severe brulse with abrasions on his right shin 
indicated violence: The wound in his head 
had been dressed and several stitches taken 
in it. 8 

The injury to his leg was covered by a 
bandage; a second bandage, which appar- 
ently had been used about his head, was in 
the pocket of his coat. His watch still was 
running and showed the correct time when 
his body was taken ashore by the police. 
There was a dollar and a half in change in his 
pockets. 

He was an old resident of Woodlawn and a 
man of regular habits. His friends declare 
he was a strong swimmer. His family and 
friends do not consider! suicide a possible 
explanation of his death. Inspector Clancey 
agrees with them. 


Leave Office Saturday Afternoon. 

Saturday morning Mr. Gerrish went down 
to his office in the New York Life building, 
where with A. G. Mackie, 7301 Adams ave- 
nue, he represented the United States Cas- 
valty company. He left Saturday afternoon 
at 3 o'clock. Nothing is known of what he 
did betweén that hour and 6 o'clock Sunday 
morning, when he was found dead, except 


that he received the wounds discovered on 


his body and that they were dressed. 

“He may have been struck by an auto- 
mobile,’’ Lieut. McCann of the Hyde Park 
station said. “After the wounds were 
dressed he may have thought he was abie 
to go home. Evidently he was not. He may 
have fallen unconscious in the park, partially 
recovered consciomutness, and stumbled into 
the lagoon. Or he may have been slugged. 
But how to explain the surgeon's dressings? 

Mr. Gerrish recently had changed his cus- 

tom of going home on the South Side L. 
to using the Cottege Grove avenyecars. Mra. 
Guy Gerrish, his daughter-in-law, said he 
must have met with some accident, visited a 
physician, and then taken a Cottage Grove 
car. 
„He might have boarded a Cottage Grove 
and Fifty-fifth street car,“ she said, “ got 
éizzy and confused, and so have ridden on to 
the end of the line near the Fifty-sceventh 
street entrance of the park. If he got off the 
car there in such a condition that he didn’t 
know just what he was doing, he might have 
got drowned.” 

Mrs. Ella Gerrish, his wife, has been il 
of late and now is prostrated by her hus- 
band’s death. He spent Friday evening with 
his family, planning to celebrate his fortieth 
wedding anniversary, along with the fifth 
wedding anniversary of his son, Guy D. Ger- 
rish of Gary, Ind., next week.

Municipal and State Recruits 
Reported from Over Country 
In Antl-Death Fight. 


TWO CITIES IGNORE CRUSADE 


New York Takes Step in Right U 
rection, Through Efforts of More 
Conservative Officials. 


REFORM MAKES ACCIDENTS. FEW 


The progress of the moverthent to change 
the celebration of Independence day from an 
orgy of noise and carnage to a rational festi- 
val of commemoration shows greater ad- 
vance this year than it has in any similar 
period since THe TRIBUNE began its cam 
paign to that end, twelve years ago. 

Correspondents of THe TRibUN® in half a 
hundred cities report 


of stringency, regulating or prohibiting the 
use or fireworks and firearms, many of them 
dated or effective since last Fourth ot July. 

Revision of impracticable laws has taken 
place, making them more reasonable and 
more rigid. Sterner penalties have been pro- 
vided, and in many cities where enforcement 
has been lax officia! promise is made that this 
year there will be no cession to the pseuco- 
patriotic inclinations of those who mistake 
the meaning of the day. 

Detailed information concerning the devel- 
opment of the reform is submitted in the ac 
companying table, which shows the provi 
sions of the laws now in force, the date of 
enactment, and the punishment for violation. 


Insane Day in New York. 

In only two cities of importance has the 
crusade been officially ignored—New York 
and Jersey City. In the former there is @ 
law restricting one person to the use of 5 
worth of explosives on the Fourth, and 
Mayor Gaynor and a number of conservative 
citizens are engaged in ovement to mini- 
mize further the insané propensities of the 
celebrants. Last year there were six killed 
and 129 injured in that city. In Jersey City. 
one may shoot one’s head off between mid- 
night of July 8 and midnight of July 4 with- 
out interference from the authorities. One 
man availed himself successfully of this gui 
cida!l privilege last year, and forty-four oth- 
ers made the attempt. The only regulation 
there forbids the sale of fireworks in more 
than one shop in a single block. 

The Massachusetts state law which went 
into effect just before last Independence day 
was not strictly observed because of the pro- 
test of the dealers that they had purchaseg 
their wares in ignorance of its impending 
passage. Even then it resulted in a great 
reduction ef the number of accidents, Re- 
ports from the principal cities of the state 
say that this year it will be enforced to the 
letter. 

In Minneapolis, where last year only small 
firecrackers and small fireworks were sold, 
the traffic this year will de entirely pro- 
hibited. Mayor Haynes has instructed the 
police to seize every explosive of any kind 
whether before or after sale. 


Escaped Fire or Casualty. 

Gan Francisco and Washington retain thetr 
moderate regulations which, insistently en- 
forced in 1910, resulted in the residents of 
those cities escaping without à fire or a cas- 
vualty. The St. Paul ordinance, which has 
been a dead letter for several years, is now 
resurrected by Mayor Keller, who says that 
nothing but firecrackers, four inches or less 
in length, may be exploded by the patriots 
of that city. 

Pittsburg, where there were as many killed 
last year as in New York, will have the é 
on this year in an endeavor to reduce the 
casualties, and in Los Angeles the dealers, 
discouraged by the sanity of the last Fourth, 
offer nothing in the way of pyrotechnics or 
explosives for sale whatever. In Spokane 
the city commissioners have decided to en- 
force their etrict ordinance to the letter, 
and the cities of the vast irrigation belt to 
the west have legisiated, largely through 
the Influence of their university clubs, 
against the frenzied Fourth for the first time. 
The observance in the larger towne of the 
inland empire within a radius of 160 miles ef 
Spokane will be largely educational 


Three Sacrificed to Dealers. 

There were three persons killed and 1 
jnjured in Milwaukee in 1910 because the 
new law, at the behest of the dealers, was not 
enforced. Warning was given, however, that 
powder patriotics would be at an end there- 
after, and the police department has been 
instructed by the mayor to see that only the 
mildest of explosives are placed on sale. 

In Cincinnati and Cleveland general dis- 
plays of fireworks are permitted under proper 
supervision, but the deadly torpedoes and 
similar contrivances are under a rigid ban. 
Atiasta, Ga., which has had fewer Fourth of 
July accicents, perhaps, than any other 
American city, will as usual enforce ites rig- 
orous law, which has been actively in effect 
since 1876. There have been only thirtees 
casualties there in the last five years. 

Meantime, with the passing of the mean- 
ingless tumult of fire and powder, there has 
arisen naturally a movement to give a saner 
outlet to the Independence day spirit. Tak- 
ing the place of the childish and barbarous 
celebrations in many cities are historical 
pageants and festivals embodying social, pa- 
triotic, and intellectual elements. Open afr 
concerts, games, plays, dances, military evo- 
lutiona, and other forms of entertainment 
and instruction have been substituted for the 
pin whee! and dynamite cracker. 


Children Forget “Devil Chaser.” 

In some centers those in charge of the cele- 
brations alm to teach the young to commem- 
orate not only American independence of 
another country, but American independenes, 


u part at least, of slavery, intolerance, and 
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the enactment or 
amendment of ordinances of varying degrees 
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structive joys of the pageant—in which they 
impersonate Indians and forefathers, tories 
and whigs, blue minute men and scarlet 
Britishers, and dames in brocade and crino- 
line. 

Elsewhere an attempt is made to pattern 
the observance after the French festival in 
commemoration of the fall of the Bastile, 
without, of course, the distinctive Gallic fea- 
tures of that gay celebration. Even in cen- 
ters as yet officially unawake to the futility 
and dangers of the unrestricted use of ex- 
plosives, the custom wanes and gives way 
to the new order of safety and sanity. 

In this neighborhood, outside of Chicago, 
the festival idea will predominate in sev- 
eral cities. There wil] be a pageant in In- 
Cianapolis to be reviewed by President Taft, 
who will deliver an address and participate 
in other portions of the advanced program. 
Enthusiasm in Joliet will take the form of 
another pageant and similar episodes will 
occur in Danville and Springfield, and Janes- 
ville and Tomah in Wisconsin. 


Ten Programs in St. Louis. 

The St. Louis Sane Fourth association has 
divided the city into ten districts and has 
arranged in each a program of athletic and 
other events similar to the old fashioned 
small town celebrations, with greased pole 
contests, foot races, and other such diver- 
sions. There were no fatalities in St. Louis 
last year, although four persons were killed 
and 163 injured the year previous. 7 

Concrete evidence of the effect of the agi- 
tation and resultant legislation is found in 
the statistics which show that the deaths 
from Fourth of July causes have decreased 
from 466 in 1908 to 181 in 1910. The decrease, 
of course, was greatest in those communi- 
ties where the campaign was waged most 
- vigorously. Massachusetts, for example, had 
but one-seventh the accidents it had the 
year before; Missouri reduced its casualties 
to one-third, and Illinois and Ohio to one- 
balf. For the first time in four years St. 
Louis and Boston, both centers of the cru- 
sade, reported no deaths and greatly reduced 
injuries. Perhaps the most eloquent testi- 
mony to the extent of the reform was the 
failure during the year, of the most extensive 
manufactory of pyrotechnics in the country, 
its sales and profits having decreased in pro- 
portion to the eased number of the 
maimed and kHMed on Independence day.

Olive Schreiner Says Wife Should 


Not Be Parasite. 


SHE OUGHT TO GO TO WORK. 


Writer Giv.s Idea of Twentieth Cen 
tury Woman's Duty. 


Cambridge, Mass., June 25.—[Special.]— 
One child is enough for the twentieth cen- 
tury family,’’ says Olive Schreiner in her 
new book, Woman and Labor.“ 

The woman who doesn’t earn her own 
living is a parasite,“ continues the author, 
„except for that small portion of her time 
when she is engaged in propagating the spe- 
cies; but for that time she should be paid. 

Wherever in the history of a nation great 
numbers of its women have become parasitic 
that nation is on the road to downfall and 
decay. America is, therefore, on the road 
to degeneration unless its women of leisure 
can be allowed—or induced—to exchange 
their vanities for labor. 


Defines the Woman Parasite. 

“The woman parasite, whether in modern 
Paris or New York or in ancient Greece, 
Rome, or Assyria, is the woman who, re- 
lieved of manual labor by the prosperity cf 
her class or nation or by the invention of 
labor saving machinery, will trade on her 
unused potentialities of motherhood for her 


| support. 


“Unless she can or will enter the indus- 
trial field or some other line of productive 
activity she has no right to live on the labors 
of man except in the primitive or decimated 
nations, where the duties of motherhood 
extend over a greater period than the halt 
dozen years now necessary out of her three 
score years and ten. 


Would Be Happier if Working. 
“The woman of leisure today, like that 
hothouse specimen so notorious before the 
downfall of Rome, who seeks madly by pur- 
suit of plaesure to fill the void left by the 
lack of honorable activity, would be far 
happier if she had plenty of work to do, 
and the race would be correspondingly 
healthier and more efficient.’’

RIVALS IN LOVE: BOTH DEAD 


Victim of Disappointed Suitor’s 
Bullet Dies in Hospital. 


GIRL TELLS OF TRAGEDY. 


Refused One, Not Pledged to Other; 
Slayer Killed Resistipg Arrest. 


The rivalry of two young men for the re- 
gard of Miss Inga Bjorkan, 1851 West Ohio 
etreet, resulted in a second tragedy yester- 
day. Harry Rooke, 1612 West Erie street, 
who was shot by Thomas Erickson, 1351 West 
Ohio street, when the two men came to- 
gether at Miss Bjorkan’s home last Saturday 
night, died yesterday morning in the county 
hospital. Erickson was killed in a revolver 
battle with detectives who sought to arrest 
him soon after the first shooting affray. 


Tells of Both Men’s Love. 

Propped up in bed and under the care of a 
physician. Miss Bjorkan yesterday told some- 
thing of the circumstances surrounding the 
couble tragedy. 

I knew both Thomas and Harry loved me, 
but Tom was so much older than Harry that 
I never thought there was jealousy between 
them,“ she said. I had known Harry since 
he was asmall boy. Tom had proposed sev- 
eral times, but I had no thought of marrying 
him. Harry often intimated that he valued 
my friendship, but never epoke of marriage 


Rivals Meet; Shooting Follows. 
Rooke had called on Miss Bjorkan, who 
lives in the same apartment building that 
Erickson occupied, early Saturday evening. 
He was accosted by his rival as he was leav- 
ing the porch. An argument followed and 
Erickson drew a weapon and shot Rooke 
in the left side. The injured man walked 
a short distance and then collapsed. Erick- 
s0n went into his own flat. 

Several detectives heard the shot and ran 
up. They broke down the locked door to 
Erickson’s flat, the latter opening fire as 
they entered. In the return fire Erickson 
was shot through the head and died instantly. 
It is thought that he contemplated suicide 
after killing his rival from a4 note which 
the detectives found. It inclosed $120 and 
instructions to bury his body as cheaply 
as possible and turn over the amount re- 
maining and the furniture of his apartment 
to some poor Norwegian family.

SMUGGLING CASE 


New York Officials Involve 


Banker and Customs Agents 
in Big Plot. 


GEMS VALUED AT $300,000. 


Jewels Given Mysterious Helen 
Dwelle Jenkins“ by Wealthy 
Admirer. 


New York, June 25.—[Special.}]—The 
smuggling into this country of $300,000 worth 
of jewels given to Mrs. Helen Dwelle Jen- 
bins by an aged millionaire admirer is 
soon to result, it was learned today, in the 
indictment of a New Yorker who is at the 
head of one of the largest banking and bro- 
kerage houses in the city. 

Two other men of great wealth and influ- 
ence in their communities—one a southerner, 
the other a westerner—also will be indicted. 

Four, and possibly six customs house in- 
spectors will be charged by a federal grand 
jury with having connived with the three 
millionaires to admit free of duty—in consid- 
eration of bribes—the gems which Jen- 
kins "* showered upon the woman. 

Richard Parr, deputy surveyor of the port, 
whose clever and persistent detective work 
for more than a year unearthed the smug- 
gling, has about completed his task, and a 
wonderfully romantic story will be revealed 
when he takes the witness stand. 

Mr. Parr not only knows all about the 
smuggling but likewise all about the sen- 
satlonal robbery of Mrs. Jenkins, at the 
Hotel Lorraine, late in 1909, when she de- 
clared all her jewels had been stolen. 


Story of the Jenkins“ Gems. 

The secret agent could not be induced 
to talk much today, but from a source equally 
as wellinformed was learned nearly the com- 
plete story of the jewels. It is this: 

On June 25, 1900, Mr. and Mrs. J. W. 
Jenkins arrived in New York on the Lusi- 
tania from Europe. They had been mak- 
ing a whirlwind tour of the old world for 
more than three months. 

Jenkins was the name assumed by the 
western millionaire admirer of the woman. 
They were accompanied from Europe by a 
southerner, who had known the woman be- 
fore the westerner became infatuated with 
her and when she was having a Chicago 
career. He had been with them on most of 
their tour. 

Through the westerner’s interest in the 
woman and her friendship for the southerner 
the latter had been enabled to borrow large 
sums of money from the millionaire with 
which to finance some southern enterprises. 


Trunks Filled with Costly Apparel. 

The pair brought back on the Lusitania 
eleven big trunks and three smaller bag- 
gage contrapigpns. The trunks were flied 
with the most costly laces. gowns, dress 
goods, gloves by the hundreds of dozens, 
specially made in Naples, lingerie, eto. 

The southern companion, according to the 
story told by “ Mrs. Jenkins to the govern- 
ment officers, was the chief medium in the 
smuggling of the tens of thousands of dollars’ 
worth of jewels the western man had bought 
for his Woman companion and also for his 
wife and children in their western home. 

The customs men accepted the declaration 
of “J. W. Jenkins that he and Mrs. 
Jenkins” had brought back from Europe 
only $100 worth of dutiable goods—the 
amount allowed by law. 

A reporter today saw the original declara- 
tion made by Jenkins.“ It contained also 
a sworn statement that they had carried 
away with them furs, jewelry, and other like 
articles to the value of about $8,000. These 
of course were not dutiable. 


Examination Made a Farce. 

The customs inspectors assigned to the 
baggage of the Jenkinses went through 
the farce of examining their trunks and hand 
bags, and cleared the entire lot in a jiffy. 

Then, off to the Hotel Breslin went Mr. 
and Mra. J. W. Jenkins and their southern 
friend. 

Mr. and Mrs. Jenkins “ occupied rooms 
621-22 at the Breslin for a few days and then 
departed for Chicago, where a year before the 
millionaire had installed the woman in a fine 
mansion in Sheridan road, the cost of which 
is not known. It is known, however, that he 
spent $24,000 on interior decorations alone for 
the house. 

After the story of the robbery of the jewels 
was published, customs officials became 
active, and the investigation revealed that 
smuggling on a big scale had been accom- 
plished.

About the same phraseology is used for 
similar items in other offices. That makes no 
reference to overtime for regular employés. 
It does not prescribe the salary which shall 
be paid any of the extra men. It has been 
the practice for many years to pay overtime 
out of this lump appropriation, and it also 
has been the custom to pay extra menat the 
rate of $4 a day, 2 for the three hours be- 
tween 6 and 9 p. m. and $4 for the five hours 
between 6 and 11 p. m. 

The pay rolls have forms for that schedule 
and also $4 a day for Sundays. It has been 
the practice in the treasurer’s office to pay 
$5 for Sunday work. The pay rolls, however, 
give no information regarding this Sunday 
rate. The rolls show that when a man works 
a Sunday he has worked one and one-quarter 


Sundays. In that way the employé re- 
ceives $5. 
High “Extra” Work in May. 


The result is that certain items on the pay 
rolls look ridiculous. For example, a name 
sometimes appears on the pay roll for five 
Sundays in a month when there are only 
four, and an employé is credited with work- 
ing thirty-two days in a month when the 
calendar shows only thirty-one. 

Mr. O'Connell explained that he did not 
make the appropriation. He added that the 
estimates of the needs of his office were made 
by his predecessor and he did not change 
them. The former treasurer asked for $212,- 
600 for extra men,“ instead of the §200,000 
first appropriated. 

The present treasurer reached his high 
water mark in hiring extra men in May 
when the total numbered 677. May, a year 
ago, 405 “extras’’ were on the pay roll. This 
roll for last month was in excess of $60,000, 
while for the corresponding period of last 
year it was less than 645,000. 

The controller's figures for the treasurer's 
„extra roll. for the first six months are 
$100,470.50. The controller's figures for the 
same purpose during the same period of 1910 
are $132,711. The difference between the two 
shows the additional cost of “extra” em- 
ployés this year over last year. 


Some on Three, Pay Rolls. 

It is difficult to ascertain what part of 
the extra men expenditure any regular 
or extra employé obtained. It is possible for 
an employé to be—and many of them are— 
on three pay rolls of the treasurer's office, 


others are not. Some are made according te 
salaries received and others are not. One 
roll is tor the salaries of the regular em- 
ployés. 

Another is labeled extra man” and ft 
containg the compensation of extra employés 
and overtime of regular employés, unless 
they have been working on delinquent tax 
lists. This deHnquent tax list roll pur- 
ports to show the compensation of all em- 
ployés, whether regular or extra, who have 
worked on these lists either in regular or 
overtime hours. The champion worker on 
the extra men list for period between 
April 24 and May 16 is Joseph Carroll, 736 
Forty-Afth street. He received $224. The 
record shows that he worked twenty-seven 
days, two evenings between 6 and 9 o'clock, 
twenty-three evenings between 6 and 11 
o'clock, and five Sundays, The five Sun- 
days means only four in fact. 

Dennis Malloy, 141 Whipple street, takes 
second honors with $222, and Clayton Butler 
of Oak Park won the red ribbon with 221. 

The chief defect of this pay roll, as with 
al others for extra men, is that it 
does not give the slightest indication regard- 
ing the character of service rendered by 


each employé.

Proceedings Against Makers 
of False Schedules May 
Open General Warfare. 


$50,000 A YEAR 

Corporation Counsel Says 50,000 

People File Untrue Return; 
May Start Prosecutions.

Corporation Counsel William H Sexton 
announces that today he will institute pro- 
ceedings against a number of Chicago cor- 
Perations and individuals. Some of them 
will be charged with having violated the 
law which requires the filing of sworn tax 
schedules. Others will be prosecuted for 
having filed falsified schedule affidavits with 
the board of assessors fof Cook county. 

Among those in the initial prosecutions are 
said to be the following: 

Diamond Rubber: company. 

Michelin Tire company. 

Goodrich Rubber company, 

Morton Salt company. 

Morris Packing company. 

National Auto company. 

Empire Auto Supply company. 

The promised suits are the result o€ @ 
month’s investigation under the direction of 
Assistant Corporation Counsel Henry & 
Berger at the request of Frank Koraleski, 
Democratic member of the board of assess- 
ore. 

“Trust” Firms Are Violators, 

Mr. Berger, who will file the suits, sald thet 
the rubber and packing “ trusts " apparently 
had been the principal violators of the tax 
laws and that their assessed valuations were 
much lower than those of independent 
firms in the same line of trade. He estimated 
that the county is losing from $40,000 to $60,- 
000 a year from the firms who are to be sued 
today. , 

We have discovered enough to satisfy us 
that gross injustice is being done the honest 
taxpayers,” Mr. Sexton said. “We don’t 
want to have to send people to the peniten- 
tiary, but we are going to get results. We 
are certain that personal property tax on 
from $4,000,000 to $5,000,000 is lost annually in 
the county. 

“My investigation of conditions tn the 
board of assessors’ office has brought to light 
t facts that from 25,000 to 30,000 property 
* have filed no tax schedules this year; 
that 50,000 to 60,000 persons have filed false 
schedules; and that between. 50,000 and 60,000 
taxpayers are not on the assessors’ rolls et 
all. 

Law Provides for Penalties. 

“The statutes define the failure to file a 
tax schedule as 4 misdemeanor, and the 
penalty is a fine not exceeding $200. For l- 
ing a false schedule the penalty is from one 
to fourteen years in the penitentlary—the 
punishment for perjury—or a fine not ex- 
ceeding $5,000, or both.“ | 

According to the assistant oorporation 


violator discovered so far in connection with 
the schedule filing ie the Diamond Rubber 
company, which, it is alleged, owns about 
$1,000,000 worth of property, and has a sched- 
ule already filed showing only $28,905 worth 
of taxable property. In this connection W. 
H. Weber, assessor and secretary of the 
board, is charged with violating the law in 
not demanding the company officiais to make 
oath to the schedule returns and for giving 
his O. X.“ to the schedule. 

Mr. Weber, and indeed all the members of 
the board except Mr. Koraleski, are charged 
with trying to prevent the investigation of 
the board's records by investigators from 
the corporation counsel's office. Mr. Weber 
yesterday denied this charge as well as the 
charge of frregularities in his office He said 
that the whole affair was started because 
Koraleski was denied political patronage in 
the office.” 


Not Given Information Asked. 

We have been hampered at every turn 
by the men in the board of assessors’ offices 
in our Inquiry,” Mr. Berger said. “ When 
I went with a letter from Mr. Sexton to 
Secretary Weber, I was told that the office 
was only clerical, and that the place for me 
to go was the board of review. I wag not 
allowed to look at the schedule files of pre- 
vious years, under the excuse that they were 
T being listed and put in place. 

As to what. if any, action will be taken 
against the assessors for allowing the viola- 
tions I cunnot say yet. The law provides 
that such violations as we have discovered 
form good cause for removal from office as 
well as for criminal prosecutian. Of course, 
action of that sort would have to be taken 
through the state’s attorney's office. 

Violations by the Diamond Rubber oom- 
pany will, unless efforts are made to collect 
the legal tax on their actual property, beat 
the county out of about $15,000 worth of 
taxes. They have $700,000 worth of stock on 
hand alone. Other automobile firms are in 
about the same boat and the assessors’ office 
Cannot escape some of ther i 
thig state of affairs. ee 

“In the cases of many dig companies we 
find that their assessed valuations run along 
about the same for several years back, al- 
though their business has grown rapidly from

BISHOP VINCENT 


INVENTS RITUAL 


Finds Methodist. Church 
Lacks Ceremony When He 
Is to Dedicate Parsonage. 


SEES PERIL IN BOARDING, 


Tells Asbury Chureh Congrega- 
tion One Needs Home for 
Parental Training. 


Bishop John H. Vincent, the founder ot the 
Chautauqua movement which made promi- 


nent the pursuing of courses of study by 
parents in the home, originated the ceremony 
and ritual which. was used for the first time 
in Chicago yesterday when he dedicated the 
parsonage belonging to the Asbury Methodist 
Episcopal church, Parnell avenue and Thirty- 
first street. 

The parsonage adjoins the church. 

The ritual of the Methodist discipline does 
not contain, it was said, a form for the dedica- 
tion of parsonages. Bishop Vincent, there- 
fore, met the occasion by writing one himself. 
After the preaching of the morning germon 
he called the trustees before the altar of 
the church and dedicated the parsonage as 
the home of the pastor and his family to live 
to the glory of God andthe building up of the 
kingdom of God on earth. 


Points to Peril of Boarding. 

Neglect of the family is one of the perils 
cf our times,” Bishop Vincent said. We 
have turned the education of our children 
over to the public schools, their Bible study 
and religious training over to the Sunday 
school, their social life to the church and 
other outside social agencies. 


The habit of boarding instead of keeping 


up the individual home has increased in a 
marked degree. The result of it all is there 
is marked laxity in parental government and 
control until it constitutes a peril in the 
nation.” 

Bishop Vincent pictured the parsonage as 
the center of the home life of the church, 
but eautioned the people against intruding 
upon the private rights of the minister and 
hig family. 

The parsonage belongs,” he sald, to the 
church, but it belongs also to the minister 
and hie family. Wise people will know 
when to leave the parsonage alone.“ 

In connection with the ceremony $4,300 was 
subscribed, which, it was announced by the 
Rev. James Rowe, secretary of the City Mis- 
sionary society, who solicited the money, 
was sufficient to pay all the indebtedness 
The parsonage cost $6,000. The Rev. Ira R. 
Aldrioh ise pastor of the church. 


Scores Women Who Ignore Poor. 

Fashionable women who count themselves 
above serving their poor sisters were de- 
nounced by the Rev. F. W. Gunsaulus yes- 
terday afternoon at the Chicago Training 
school for city, home, and foreign missions. 

The sermon was preached in connection 
with the summer season of the training 
school, in which the students are carrying 
on a special course of investigation of public 
and private welfare inetitutions. 

“There are,“ he said, “three classes of 
women who have wealth, education, and 
social position to whom the poor woman 
appeals. One clase says: I am rich, gentle 
mannered, and have social standing. The 
poor woman has need to have some one gtve 
her help, but let another do it; I can’t soil 
my hands.’ 

“The second clase saye: I have wealth, 
education, and social position, but fm spite of 
that fact I will sacrifice myself and give her 
help.’ 

“The third clas says: Because I have 
wealth, education, and social position I will 
give her help.’ The trouble with the first 
clase ip they are too busy hunting crowns,”’

‘Stenogs ; Proves It. 
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Miss TOMA L. WILLLY 


That woman has practically monopolized 
the etenographic field ig indicated by the list 
of eligibles for positions in the employ of 
the city posted by the civil service commis- 


sion. Of seventy-one eligibles only four are 
men, and all were easily distanced by their 
feminine competitors. 

The explanation, according to Miss Irma E. 
Willey, 6802 South Peoria street, who heads 
the list, is that stenography is essentially a 
woman's work, and she prepares in a 
thorough manner, with the sole idea of 
specializing in that particular line. Men, 
she says, merely prepare themselves as 
stenographers as @ means to something 
better.

PUZZLING FIRE RAZES PLANT 


Blaze in Elizabeth Street Foun- 
dry Causes Police Inquiry. 


SEE WORK OF FIREBUGS. 


Rapidity with Which Rrick Building 
Burned Arouses Suspicion. 


Fire of a mysterious origin destroyed the 
plant of the Elizabeth Street Foundry com- 
pany, Fifty-ninth and Elizabeth streets, lest 
night, and has led officials of the police and 
fire departments to start an invest igation. 

The building in which the fire started cov- 
ers nearly half a block. The fact that the 
flames swept through the building, which is 
of brick with only a small amount of in- 
flammable material inside, pointed to incen- 
diary origin and the use of oil or some other 
fire agent. 


Blaze Looks Incendiary, 

“The burning of the building is surrounded 
by suspicious circumstances,”’ said Assistant 
Fire Chief Thomas O'Connor. The blaze 
was discovered almost as soon as it started 
The alarm was turged in premptly and the 
engine companies responded just as promptly. 
But when the first company got there the fire 
was all over the building.”’

Damage Put at $15,000. 

When the blaze was extinguished only the 

brick wall shell of the plant was left stand- 

ing. One fireman was overcome by smoke 

and was taken home in a police ambulance 
The damage was estimated at $16,000.

MYSTERY OF CENTURIES. 


Prof. Robert Norton Thinks He 
Has Unveiled Ancient 
Mystery. 


Boston, Mass., June 28.— [Special. I— The 
mystery of Stonehenge, the unread ricdle 
which has for hundreds of years perplexed 
savants, is believed to have been unveiled 
by Prof Richard Nortom of Harvard, ac- 
cording to reports which have reached this 
country from Cyrenaic (Greek Libya). 

Prof. Norton, who is the son of Charles 
Eliot Norton, has just reached the American 
School of Classical Studies at Rome. He 

will soon announce discoveries made by the 

American archeological expedition in the 
| excavation of the Greek city of Cyrene, 
founded 631 B. C. 

The connection between the discoveries at 
Cyrene and the mystery of Stonehenge is 
said to lie in the similarity of the megalithic 
or great stoned columns common to each. 


Has Stood for Centuries. 

Stonehenge is located in Wiltshire, Eng- 
land, and was there centuries before Christ. 
It was the chief temple and seat, according to 
some writers, of Druidical justice. The outer 
circle carried on the top a continuous line 
of large, flat stones of the same width. 

A link between the two ruins is believed by 
some to He in the great stones of the lowest 
courses in the Jewish place of lamentation 
in the temple at Jerusalem, these stones 
being thought to date from the temple wall 
of Solomon. 

The parallel between the remarkable meg- 
alithic groups discovered in the Cyrenaic 
and the great circular Stonehenge is said to 
be most striking, the Cyrenaic monument, 
according to scientists, being the outer circle 
of continuous trilithons of Stonehenge sim- 
ply stretched out straight. 


Found Subterranean Necropolis. 

Tne theory now advanced is that the 
triliihons, or three stoned structures, are 
actually in part an improved sort of dolmen, 
or sepulchral manument, the horizontal stone 


being supported by twe upright stones used 


as legs instead of by three or four after the 
cruder fashion. 

The Harvard expedition found a subter- 
ranean necropolis, which will be explored. 
The tombs, however, had already been rifled. 
so that the finds in them were limited to 
fragments of sculpture and inscriptions and 
a considerable quantity of broken pottery.

Economical Housekeeping.

The Tasteful Casserole. 


ASSEROLE cooking is old, yet new. It 

is possible to buy today almost a per- 

fect duplicate of the unglazed covered 

dish with its uncouth handle which the 

French peasant used long ago. He put 

it, filled with some simple food, into the hot 

ashes overnight, and there was his breakfast, 

savory and delicious, waiting for him in the 

morning. Even today there are those who 

1 the unglazed dish to that of the finest 
nish. 

The casserole has of late so grown in pop- 

ularity that we now have the most wonderful 


and fascinating variety of these eastern 
cooking utensils of French, German, and 
home manufacture. Some of them are as 


finely enam*’.ed as jewels and are set in won- 
derful frames of silver and other precious 
metals, an ornament to the finest table. There 
is a great saving of flavor in thus serving meat 
directly from the utensils in which it is cooked. 
The principle of casserole cooking is about 
the same as that of fireless cooking. The cas- 
serole is used for things which are cooked 
slowly ana long—stews and near relatives of 
meat ples—and it allows none of the precious 
‘Juices to escape, 


ee 


A casserole of rice with meat with some of 
the famous French cooks means a rice con- 
tainer for a stew. This is made of boiled rice, 
molded into a form and baked. In this case 
the casserole itself is eaten. This method 
or serving the meat is one of the ways of 
eens ite flavor and ig therefore econom- 

To make such @ casserole for the stew, use 
rice in the following .proportions: Put one 
pound of rice washed clean into a clean stew- 
pan with one quart of cold water, one<fourth 
pound of butter, one large onion, a teaspoon of 
salt. Bring this to a boil and simmer gently 
for one hour. When done it should be dry 
and tender to the finger. Take out the onion, 
which need not necessarily have been used in 
the first place, and mix the rice well with a 
wooden spoon until it clogs together, as it will 
do if sufficiently cooked; then pound it in « 
wooden bowl until it is but one mass. Pour 
this into a buttered baking tin and form into 
the shape of a deep pie. If the rice sticks to 

r fingers, dip them in cold water. Pat the 
op round and smooth and if so disposed take 
a wedge of crisp carrot or turnip and make 
fancy impressions. around the edge. Brush 


over with melted butter and bake in a hot: 


oven until it is a Nght yellow. If this is well 
made it will keep its shape and any design 
made upon it. en done, run a knife around 
the top a Half Inch or a Uttle more inside the 
rim and take off the top, whfeh may be used 
for a cover. Scoop out the rice until the dish 
thus made is about a half inch thick all around, 
and pour in your meat.

Casserole of Rice and Meat.—Cook one-half 
pound of rice until tender, not soft, drain, and 
Tine buttered casserole with same to thickness 
of one inch, then fill center with meat prepared 
pound veal shoulder, one-half 
pound boiling beef,and onion. Put meat through 
srinder and place in pan over fire with two cups 
of hot water. Add a little salt and the onion

Aborn Company Will Close 
Season with an Abridged 
Production. 


PRAISE GIVEN BY GUNN. 


Principals in Sunday Appearance 
Make Excellent Show- 
ing in All.

For the final week of their engagement at 
McVicker’s theater the Aborn English Opera 
company present Puccini’s “‘ La Boheme 
It can not 
be safd that the cuts improved the work, but 
neither did they detract noticeably from its 
effectiveness; and in view of the company's 
numerical weakness they supplied convinc: 
ing evidence of the advantages of discretion 
over unconsidered courage. At least by avoid- 
ing such difficulties of ensemble in the second 
act as might have proved insurmountable 
to the chorus it was possible to give a per- 
formance that the audience which last night 
filled the theater found thoroughly enjoy- 
able. 

(Further evidence of the artistic sincerity 
of the producers was to be discovered in 
the augmented orchestra. The demands of 
the score in the matter of wind instruments 
were met and the lonesome cellist was at 
last given a companion. ‘Therefore, the per- 
formance developed adequate instrumental 
support for its abundant vocal excellence. 

It can not be said that Conductor Nicosia 
showed a great measure of refinement, or in- 
terpretative distinction. For that the ngc- 
essary time for rehearsal was not found, 
a circumstance which is said to explain the 
replacing, at the last moment, of Miss Ephra 
Vogelsang, wii0 was announced for the part 
of Musstta, by Miss Louise Brown. Miss 
Vogelsang is reported to have felt two re- 
hearsals insufficient for a debut im a diffi- 
cult role. 

Rehearsals are an expensive adjunct of 
opera, as the directors of the Chicago opera 
have discovered. That they are essential 
to artistic completeness the Aborn company 
has shown us by the shortcomings of their 
productions. But the public cannot expect 
everything for a dollar and the audience 
seemed to find last night’s offering worth 
the price of admission. 

The 3 were excellent without ex- 
ception, though they varied in the finish and 
precision of their several performances from 
the finished and authoritative singing and 
acting of Louis Kreidler as Marcel to the 
earnest and well, meaning efforts of Mr. Bat- 
tain as Rudolph. Miss Ewell made a some- 
what lankuid Mimi and her voice showed 
signs of weariness. Sundry faults of method 
reminded the hearer that this gifted soprano 
is closing a long and trying season. But the 
voice retains its rarely beautiful quality. 

Mr. Kreidler, on the other hand, has gained 
in each appearance. His consul, in Butter- 
fly,“ was merely worthy. As Athanael he 
developed a larger measure of authority, and 
last night his art was easily the most com- 
manding that has been observed on the stage 
of McVicker’s during the present engage- 
ment. Mr. Schuster and Mr. Bozzano com- 
pleted the quartet of artists who delivered 
the concerted numbers in the first act with 
fine effect. Mr. Solomom as Benoit and Par- 
pignol, attended industriously to the comedy 
element.

For those interests con- 
cerned with the preservation of present con- 
ditions in our de facto system of govern- 
ment by and for privilege, every dollar spent 
in putting a Lorimer over is paid back by

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TE PHOSPHORUS. 
Last January the Diamond Match com- 
pany canceled its patent for the sesquisul-

It disposed of the argument 
that the enactment by congress of a law for- 
bidding the use of white phosphorus would 
be equivalent to giving the Diamend com-

It might seem as if the action of that 
company had made legislation unnecessary, 
but it has not. There is still imperative 
need of it. It is said that white phosphorus 
is still used in every match factory in the 
country, even in those of the Diamond com- 
pany. The United States will have to do 

what the leading nations of Europe have 
done—prohibit absolutely the use of the

White phosphorus is deadly when taken 
into the stomach, and there is on record 
ease after case of children who have eaten 
matches in play and died as the direct result. 
If children are allowed to play with matches 
at all it should be with safety matches, 
They could not poison themselves with 


them, for they contain no phosphorus, and 


would be less likely to set their clothes afire, 
It is through national, not through state 
legislation, that a stop can be put to the 
use of white phosphorus. This is a non- 
political question, and a Republican senate 
and a Democratic house should not find it 
difficult to agree on a law. 


| ELECTRIFICATION OF TERMINALS. 
\ The corporation counsel says that the city 
under its police power can force the rail- 
roads to give up the use of locomotives which 
emit smoke and noxious gases. Whether 
the courts would agree with him is uncer- 
tain. The only way to find out is to give 
them an opportunity to pasa on the mat- 
ter. 

There are no signs of an abatement by 
the railroads of the nuisance they have cre- 
ated. They may be ready to spend money, 
but not for that purpose. Thus the Lilinois 
Central, which is the most conspicuous vio- 
lator of the smoke ordinance, has money 


shops, for the building of roundhouses at 
different points, and for laying some pew 
tracks. When electrification is suggested 
the answer is the road could not afford it. . 

Presumably whenever the city shall make 
a serious attempt to put au end to the lo- 
comotive smoke nuisance the roads will ap- 
peal to the courts. No matter how long 
the city may wait, there will be litigation. 
Therefore the sooner it begins the better. 
The result would give no more informa- 
tion about the city’s rights and powers than 
we now have, There is an ordinance be- 
fore the council requiring the railroads to 
use some other motive power than steam, if 
they do not within a specified time put ap 
end to the smoke nuisance. Why not pass 
it and find out whether it can be made to 
hold? 

They are more piogressive down east in 
the matter of electrifying railroad terminals 
than we are. A bill providing for the elec- 
trification of railroads in the metropulitan 
district of Boston has passed one branch of 
the legislature and is expected to pass tie 
other. The roads will be given until Sep- 
tember of next year to submit elegetrifica- 
tion plans to the board of railroad commis- 
sioners. If it approves them it will fix a 
date for the beginning of the work, It is 
believed the roads will be benefited in the 
long run, but the public benefit is consid- 
ered first. 


A SHORT LIVED MINISTRY. 

He is a bold man who takes the premier- 
ship in a French cabinet and attempts to 
drive the wild horses of the chamber of dep- 
uties. It was said once that the members 
of the house of commons were the best 
trained yoting cattle in Europe. The most 
unruly are to be found in France. The 
combine or bloc on which a premier relies 
may fail him through a sudden defection. 
An imprudent speech was the end of Clem- 
enceau, Briand met an adverse vote when 
he least expected it. Now a question which 
is really academic has doomed the Monis 
ministry after less than four months of office, 

France does not want war and does not 
look for it—would do much to avoid it. 
Nevertheless, there sprang up a lively debate 
in the senate and chamber of deputiesovera 
statement made by the minister of war that 
the present organization of the army did not 
provide for a commander in chief in time vf 
war. A council, he said, made up of the 
minister and the generals of the atmy would 
direct opetations. It would be beyond the 
power of a single man to manage every- 
thing. The upshot was a vote of lack of 
confidence in the ministry, 

No such question could arise here, The 
president is the commander in chief. Even 
when Lincoln put in the capable hands of 
Grant the control of all the armies he re- 
mained commander in chief, If there were 
a war today the president, the secretary of 
war, and the general staff would direct 
operations, When France was a monarchy 
the king sometimes sought to manage every- 
thing. Lon SI did and his last cam- 
paigns were disastrous. While Napoleon 
was for some years a brilliant illustration of 
the advantages of one man power, he came 
to a bad end. 

There are Frenchmen who are opposed to 
the direction of the armies by one man, be- 
cause they see in him the man on horse- 

back —the military dictator, They are 
not so sure of the stability of the republic 
as to be willing to expose it to the shock of 
the return of a general from a successful 
campaign. | 

-The Monis ministry is out and the way is 
open for a new one whose position on the 
question of army contro] may be more satis- 
factory to the deputies. 

4 HARD WORKED COURT. 

Shortly after Chief Justice White's ap- 
pointment some old friends called on him 
and asked him to deliver an address. His 
answer was to take them into his workroom 
where they could see the stacks of briefs 
and piles of volumes of evidence that had 
ta be studied. He said be had to keep at 
them early and late, and had no time for 
anything else. What is true of him is equal- 
ly true of the other members of the court. 

Most persons found the chief justice's 
opinions in the oil aud tobacco trust cases 
too long for reading. Think of the time it 
must have required to prepare them not 
the mere writing but the preliminary study 
of documents and the long deliberations 
with associate justices, There must have 
been hours of argument to convert some of 
them to his views. 

These two opinions were but a fraction of 
the work accomplished by the court. Dur- 
ing the term which has just ended 509 cases 
were filed, of which 454 were decided, Dur- 
ing the preceding term 508 cases were filed 
and only 395 cases disposed of. So, in spite 
of the industry of the court, it is unable to

DANGER IN VOTING MACHINES. 

Uhbicago has got into a pretty tangle over 
its voting machine project, and it is more 
than likely that the embarrassment and de- 
‘lays involved will turn out to bea blessing 
ir disguise. <9 

For the desirability of voting machines is 
fairly challengeable. It is by no means cere 
tain that they do not represent a step back- 
ward, not a step forward. This is the de- 
liberate opinion of the Short Ballot organ ; 
ization, which it expresses thus: 

The voting machine is a device to make voting 
expeditious and easy Wor the busy citizen, and 
otherwise to simplify the process of ballot cast- 
ing and ballot aceounting. As @ mechanical 
labor saving device it is doubtiess entitled to 
{ts meed of praise. but in another view the whole 
system is at best a makeshift escape from a very 
aggravated condition. The Chicago ballot needs 
simplifying sure enough, but you must work 
frem the other end of the problem, not worry- 
ing especially about the superficial influence in 
the éfectora] system, but tracing the present trou- 
ble back to its true cause. 

The real need of Chicago ie the Short ballot, in 
the accepted sense of the term. If you could 
manage to take off the ticket those insignificant 
offices which bring nothing but bewiidermfht and 
confusion into the election, you will not only 
recast the government et the city and state into 
@ responsible and responsive organism, but you 
will as a consequence have solved more than half 
the electoral diMculkties, Place the appointment 
of these minor officials in the hands of luminous 
official leaders, and the whole system of govern- 
ment will be better for it. But jt would be 
g sorry mistake to simplify elections by making 
it still easier for the voter to fall back upon a 
mechanical device instead of using his ewan intel)i- 
gence with deliberation on each office te be filled. 

Unquestionably, there is great danger in 
employing any simplifying or automatic de- 
vice by which the ignorant voter can vote 
under the easy ipstruction of a boss. And 
as Tue Tripune has said recently in an- 
other contiection, what is needed perhaps 
more than anything else in behalf of efficient 
administration and responsible representa- 
tion is to reduce the number of men we have 
to pass upon at elections—and hold those 
men to account.

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ALDERMANIC PASSES, . 

It is said that the Chicago railroads are 
tired of giving passes to aldermen for them- 
selves, their families, and their friends, 
Then why do not the roads stop giving them? 
If they were to agree among themselves to 
end a vicious practice, the agreement would 
not be a violation of the anti-trust law. if 
the roads, while complaining of aldermanic 
passes, shall continue to give them, the pre- 
sumption will be that they buy aldermanic 
favors, such as switch trdck permits, with 
passes, or that they are afraid the council 
would assume a distinctly hostile attitude 
if passes were cut off—might even pass an 
immediate electrification ordinance. 

The roads should of their own motion cut 
off all passes, and thus make it unnecessary 
for the general assembly to legislate on the 
subject. They should be cut off for reasons 
of economy. The other day the Burlington 
road appealed to every employé to save it a 
nickel a day. The passenger agent of that 
or any other line could save for his company 
much more than that lowly nickel by putting 
an end to deadheading.

ISCOUNT MOUNTGARRET, who has 
just received a berony ot the United 
Kingdom on the occasion of the king's 
coronation, which will give him a seat 
in the house ef lords, is a Liberal in 
politics and for this reason never has been 
slected as one of the representative peers of 
Ireland, the overwhelming majority of Irish 
peers who have a voice in these elections 
being Unionists. ; 

Mountgarret and the barony of Kells, to 
whi.h de has hitherto been restricted, are 
Irish peerages, dating from the middle of the 
sixteenth century, when they were bestowed 
upon a younger son of the eighth Earl of 
Ormonde by Edward VI. 

Lord Mountgarret, therefore, represents a 
junior branch of the great Irish house of 
Butler, of which the present Marquis of 
Ormonde is the chief, and is a rich man, hav- 
ing inherited a large fortune from his mother 
in addition to that which came to him 
through his father, 

The latter was the deJendant in the famous 
Mountgarret peerage case, which was one of 
the causes celebres of the nineteenth cen- 
tury. He was a grandgon of the eleventh 
viscount by that peer’s third son, the Hon. 
Henry Butler. Henry, after eloping with e 
married woman and then deserting her, be- 
came the lover of a widow, a Mrs. Colebrook, 
described as one of the most beautiful and 
fascinating women of the day. She had a 
large income, bequeathed to her by Col. 
Colebrook on condition of her not marrying 
egain.

One child was born to Henry Butler ard to 
Mrs. Colebrook, and then a certain John 
Taaffe (a member of that noble Irish house 
to which the late Viscount Taaffe, at one 
and the same time prime minister and an 
Irish peer, belonged) came upon the scene as 
a rival of the Hon. Henry Butler. 

One night Henry Butler broke into Mrs. 
Colebrook's house at Edinburgh while John 
Taaffe was there. Mrs. Colebrook locked 
Taaffe in a cupboard in order to conceal him 
and then went downstairs te try to pacify 
Hesry Butler. 

Nothing would satisfy him but that a cere- 
mony should then and there take place which 
should bind her to him for all time, ae- 
cording to the law of Scotland: 80 the 
servants were summoned upstairs to th 
bedroom, and there in the presence of the 
all Henry Butler and Mre. Colebrook joined 
hands and proclaimed themselves man and 
wife, John Taaffe being meanwhile locked up 
in the cupboard and kicking at the door in 
vain, 

Then Butler took his departure and Taaffe 
came out of the cupboard. Five monthe 
later, utterly regardless of this ceremony, 
Mrs. Colebrook married John Taaffe, whose 
father thereupon disinherited him, and im- 
mediately afterwards Henry Butler wedded 
a Yorkshire lady, a Miss Anne Harrison, ip 
the parish church of Harrowgate in England. 
It was this wife who was the mother of the 
late and thirteenth Lord Mountgarret. 


— 

On the death of the twelfth Viscount Mount- 
garret, who had been created Far! of Ku- 
kenny, and who left no ehildren, his nephew, 
the son of his younger brother, the Hon. 
Henry Butler, and of Miss Anne Harrison, 
assumed the viscounty of Mountgarret, and 
took possession of the estates. 

He soon found his retention thereof was 
contested by Pierce Somerset Butler, the son 
of his father’s youngest brother, who claimed 
the honors and the property on the ground 
that Henry Butlers English marriage te 
Miss Anne Harrison had been invalid by rea- 
son of his previous Scotch union to Mrs. Cole- 
brook.

Aretas Akers-Douglas, who was created 
a viscount on Monday last by King George 
on the occasion of his coronation, was the 
secretary of state for the home department 
in the last Unionist cabinet, is a member of 
the bar, and has been prominently identified 
with the Conservative party for more thap 
‘thirty years, being in charge of the party 
machine as far back as in 1883. 

He made his name as a whip, being indeed 
the most successful party whip of moderp 
times, and was credited a unique knowledge 
of the forms and usages of the house of com- 
mons, of the individual views, weaknesses 
foibles, strength, and the capabilities of the 
various members of his Party. It is said the 
late Lord Salisbury never adopted a policy

He is the only son of the late Aretas Akers 
of Malling Abbey, near Maidstone, in Kent; 
was with Arthur Balfour, Lord Rosebery 
and Lord Esher at Eton, and with Lord Glad- 
stone at University college, Oxford. About 
thirty-seven years ago he succeeded to the 
beautiful and valuable Chilston Park estate 
in Kent, as well astoa large fortune under 
the will of his cousin, Stoddard Douglas, 
Tory member of parliament for Rochester, 
At the same time, in obedience to the testa- 
mentary requirements of the bequest, he 
assumed with the consent of the crown the 
arms of his cousin and his patronymic, That 
is how he happens to be Akers-Douglas.

Chilston park is about ten or fifteen miles 
from Maidstone, stands on the far side of an 
extensive lake, thg principal source of which 
is the River Stour, which flows through it on 
past Canterbury and Sandwich, finding its 
way into the sea at Pogwell bay. 

The older part of the house dates from the 
fifteenth century and is of stone, while the 
newer portion. of the early Georgian era, isin 
red brick, dating from 1727. The house is 
famous for its magnificent old oak Paneling, 
hundreds of years old, as well as for its wood 
carvings, and its old masters; while the great 
park is full of majestic trees which were 
already old in the days of Queen Elizabeth. 

Akers-Douglas is fistinguished for his im- 
perturbable temper, his tact, and his great 
charm of manner, all of which go to blind 
both friends and foes to his lack of genius 
and of brilliancy. No man is reckoned bet- 
ter company in the smoking room, none is a 
more welcome guest in a shooting party, 
which rarely includes a better gun than him- 
self, while where he particularly shines is in 
the plowing matches and other rural diver- 
sions of East Kent. . 

He married a daughter of Horatio Austen 
Smith of Hayes court, another Kentish ter- 
ritorial magnate, and has a number of eh. 
dren, so that the continuance of the peerage 
just bestowed upon him ts well essured.

LAW AGAINST GUN TOTING, 

Quincy, III., June 22.— [Editor of The Trib- 
une. II note the plea made by McDougal 
Hamilton of Chicago im your eolumns for 
the abolition of the revolver as a means of 
prevention of killing and maiming by pro- 
fessional gun toters His purpose is laud- 
able—that of decreasing crime of this kind— 
but is the means practicable? I think not. 
The passing of a law preventing the sale of 
revolvers in Illinois would have a much more 
far reaching effect than Mr. Hamilton has 
perhaps realized, and would fall far short of 
bringing about the result he desires. Does 
the law against the promiscuous carrying of 
concealed weapons that now is in force keep 
the lawless element from carrying and using 
these weapons? It does not. Is it then rea- 
sonable to believe that a law preventing the 


prevent the lawless element from securing 
and still carrying, as before, these weapons, 
and, incidentally, using them, to the same 
extent as previously? It isnot. There would 
always be plenty of places where revolvers 
could be secured, but the trouble and price 
consequent on making the sale an illegal 
transaction, and also a desire to remain law 
abiding, would prevent peaceable and law 
abiding citizens from securing weapons of 
defense that might be the means of saving 
life or property on many an occasion, while 
the lawless class would be supplied with 
the death dealing instruments, although pos- 
sibly at much greater trouble and ata highly 
advanced price, neither of which would be 
taken into consideration by those who de- 
sired them for lawless purposes. 

But the greatest effect of the law would 
not be that of depriving an honest citizen of 
the means Of self-defense in an emergency, 
but would be the sense of security that would 
at once begin to be felt by the criminal 
classes. This class would at once become 
many times as active in various ways as 
heretofore, as it would feel much less fear 
of successful resistance or danger in the 
business of holding up lonely wayfarers or 
burglarizing Nomes. Knowing that the aver- 
age citizen would not buy a revolver in de- 
flance a law against it, and knowing him- 
self ad Pade of one, would not a thug, hold- 
up man, or burglar feel a far greater free- 
dom and far less fear in his calling than 
under present conditions? Woulé not his 
operations increase proportionately? If such 
a law be passed it will be an interesting 
though undoubtedly costly experiment to 
compare the lawlessness in this state with 
that in others; also to compare the amount 
of crime with that in other years.

HONOR PLACED BY TAFT. 


— 


Fire in 1836 Destroyed Reeords and 
Caused New Figures, 


{BY A STAFF CORRESPONDENT. ] 

Washington, D. C., Jure’25.—[Special.}]— 
The United States government will issue its 
one millionth patent for an invention on 
Aug. 1 next, and the honor will go to an in- 
„ ventor who has been designated by President 
Taft. | 

Commissioner of Patents Edward Bruce 
Moore has been lookng forward for some 
time to a celebration of the issuance of patent 
No. 1,000,000. It was his hope that this dis- 
tinguished number should go to some epoca 
making invention. Several weeks ago Presi- 
dent Taft received a letter from an Ameri- 
can inventor saying he had perfected a device 
which he intended to patent, and that he 
would Nke to have the honor of receiving 
No. 1.000.000. The president asked the com- 
missioner to comply with the request if it 
were not incompauble with the regulations 
of the office. 


Number Placed in Reserve. 

The commissioner reported to the presi- 
dent that the device was meritorious and 
would constitute a valuable addition to tha 
list of American inventions and that patent 
No. 1,000,000, would be granted the inventor. 
The number was placed in reserve and will 
be officially recoded on the first issue day 
of August. 

The United States patent office will be 122 
yeats old when the coveted number is Issued. 
The bureau was established in 1790 as an 
adjunct to the treasury department. Barly ir 
1826 there was a fire which destroyed not 
only the building of the patent office, but 
every record, all the important drawings and 
papers, and every model owned by the gov- 
ernment. Prior to the fire the office had 
issued 9,987 patents. 

First Patent on Cotton Gin. 

The destruction of the records compelled 
an entire reorganigaticn and therefore the 
system of numbering was started with No. 
1 again 


The first strictly American invention to re-. 


ceive a patent from the original United 


States patent office was the cotton gin. The 
patent was issued March 14, 1794, to Eli | 


Whitney. The number of the Whitney patent 
was not preserved. Neither was the num- 
Der of Fulton's steamboat, for which a patent 
was issued Feb. 11, 1809. 
Following the resumption of a regular 
system of serial numbers for patents the first 
important American invention to be granteu 
a patent was the’ Colt revolver. 5 

The next great American invention to re- 
ceive a patent was the Morse telegraph in- 
strument. The patent, No. 1,647, was issued 
June 20, 1840. The patent issued to Charlee 
Goodyear, June 15, 1844, acknowledged his 
invention of the process of the vulcanization 
of india rubber. The basic patent of the 
pneumatic air brake was issued to George W. 
Westinghouse, April 18, 1860. It bore serial 
number 88,929.

“Kongressman James could not be found to- 
day after the withdrawal of Senator Payn- 
ter, but it is easily discerned that the nom- 
ination of James without opposition will go 
a long way toward cementing the Demo- 
cratic party in the state, as Paynter's pres- 
ence in the field was bringing about gen- 
eral dissatisfaction.

One boy tells of catching 10,000 flies in 
an old cow stable and thousands more arour® 
garbage cans. In their hustling fgr the 
prizes the children are invading back alleys, 
stables, markets, setting traps ampng gar- 
bage and dirt of all kinds, end patroling vari- 
ous insanitary places where the most flies 
are found. 

Few contestants are confining their atten- 
tion to homes, for they can gather compara- 
tfvely few files there. Some parents look 
at this feature of the contest with decided 
disapproval. They fear the children are 
very likely to contract diseases in invading 
such places and handling the files. 


Must Dry the Flies. 5 

Another feature is that each child must 
kill the flies and then dry them carefully 
before turning them in. In this way the 
children directly handle the germ laden in- 
sects. 

Traps of every shape and description as 
weill as all manner of ingenious methods to 
kill the insects are being used. Fly catch- 
ing devices are selling at a p lum, and 
men and women appear as much interested 
in the affair as the children.

PREDICTION OF FAILURE. 


Democratie Action Possible Fol- 
lowing Statement of Ex- 
pert on Case.

Washington, D. C., June 25.—[{Special.J— 
The Democratic majority in the house of rep-_ 
vesentatives may go after the department of 
justice as a result of the decision of the 


United States Circuit court of the Eighta 


district declaring legal the merger of the 
Southern Pacific and Union Pacific railroads. 

Thomas C. Spelling, clerk of the committee 
investigating the department of justice, has 


brought to the attention of his Democratic 


chiefs a statement he prepared for the at- 


torney general when occupying the position of 


a especial attorney of the department. oe 

Mr. Spelling predicted the failure of the 
government suit in consequence of what he 
termed the inexcusable negiect of the 
department officials to name the Chicago and 
Aon railroad, @ilinois Central, and the Rock 
Teland as @ connecting link between the 
Jnion Pacific. and Southern Pacific systems. 


Objects to Great Expense. 

Mr. Spelling’s memorandum is interesting 
mot only because of its criticism of the de- 
partment’s fallure properly to prepare its 
bill, but because of what he claims the de- 
cision of the court forecasts. He also ob- 
jects to the great expense to which the gov- 


ernment has been put in the conduct of liti- 


gation which he predicted in advance might 
be ineffective because of defective prepara- 
tion. 

“The question, of ‘whether the stock and 
bond control in common by the two lines con- 
stitutes a combination in restraint of inter- 
state commerce,” Mr. Spelling said in a 
memorandum he has prepared. will finally 
tufn to the question of whether the Southerns 
Pacific and the Union Pacific are competing 
roads.

CALL SHERMAN LAW A WRECK | 


Noted Jurists and Publicists Say 
Decision Nullified It. 


WAS INEFFECTIVE BEFORE. 


Bryan Hints Bench Was Packed; Gross- 
cup and Others Urge New Act. 


*The Sherman anti-trust law, before its re- 
cent interpretation, was ineffective and im- 
practicable, and no conscientious effort was 
made to enforce’ it impartially. On the other 
hand, the Standard Oil and Tobacco decisions 
making the law applicable only to monopolies 
which unreasonably restrain trade has prac- 
tically nullified the act, rendering it impos- 
sible of enforcement for the purpose intended 
by its framers—viz.: to destroy the trusts.” 

{| This ts practically the unanimous view of 
William J. Bryan, Samuel Untermyer, Judge 
Peter S. Grosscup, James M. Beck, Frederic 
R. Coudert, and other jurists and publicists, 

as expressed in a symposium in the North 
American Review for July. 

Mr. Bryan takes the point of view that the 
court had no right to reverse itself, and hints 
that the bench of judges had been packed. 

He says: . 7 

“If bias is admitted—bias in the president, 

as well as in the judge—it is entirely possible 
that a president might unconsciously select 
judges who would, without any previous 
pledge, agree quite naturally with those who 

represent their side of the great fundamental 

issues that divide society.” 

“In the light of this decision, who is likely 
to be convicted of a criminal violation of the 
anti-trust law? We may as well recognize 
‘that we now have no criminal law against the 
trusts.” 


Views of Samuel Untermyer. 
Ms. Untermeyer, after asserting that the 
government by giving tacit assent to viola- 
tions of the Sherman law has condoned all 
criminal! offenses, says: 
From the very beginning the execution of 
the law was intrusted to unfriendly hands. 
and so it has continued to this day. That is 
the key to all our present difficulties and to 
the many worse ones that are to come.” 
Mr. Untermyer then proposes as a remedy 
the federal incorporation of all interstate 
trade corporations and the creation of a fed- 
éral commission with control over the cor- 
‘porations, similar to that exercised by the 
interstate. commerce commission over the 
railroads, the commission to have power to 
authorize and approve pooling or syndicate 
agreements for regulating competition, such 
agreements, however. not to restrict compe- 
tition unreasonably or act in direct restraint 
of trade. 


Law Never Enforced, Says Grosscup. 
Judge Grosscup also points out how ineffec- 
tive the old law was. He says: 

“Where was never a day that the Sher- 
man law was executed, or that any one 
intended it should be executed, against all 
who fell literally under its condemnation. 
„From the viewpoint of a large number 
ot those to whom this inquiry is a matter 
of deep concern, perhaps & large majority 
yet, the Sherman act, as it now stands 
interpreted, will look like a gun from which 
the oad has been extracted.” 


Only Largest Combines Sued. 

Mr. Beck frankly admits the law could 
not be enforced. He says: 

“The Sherman law was impossible of 
enforcement. To avoid committing a great, 
practical industrial nation to a policy of 
hara-kirl, successive attrneys general nec- 
essarily ignored its impartial enforcement, 
and as a sop to a supposed public sen- 
timent brought suit only against a few of the 
larger and more unpopular combinations. A 
government of qaprice was thus substituted 
t of law.“ a

Must Apply Their Education. 

President Hutchins took for his subject, 
“The Spirit of the Times.“ Commence- 
ment day marks for you the transition from 
the period of preparation to the period of ac- 
tual! experience in the affairs of life,” he 
said. | 

“ Knowledge and appreciation of the spirit 
of the times and an ability to adapt one's 
self thereto are necessary for the proper 
discharge of the obligations that every edu- 
cated person owes to the public.” 

President Hutchins urged the graduates 
to get into sympathy and touch with the 
spirit of the times, but said: I do not con- 
tend that you should accept the present as 
representing idea) conditions, or that you 
should always conform to the spirit of the 
times. In many ways the dominant spirit is 
wrong. The business world of today sanc- 
tions many methods that are indefensibk, 
and much of your time must be given to an 


attempt to correct as far as you are able* 


present tendencies and improve present com 
ditions.” 


Makes Plea for Progressiveness. 
He also urged progressiveneas. “ The life 
about us,” he said, “is one grand, all em- 
bracing, forward movement in every field 
of activity. One characteristic of the times 
without which the progressiveness of the 
present could never have accomplished the 
marvelous: results we see all about us is the 
tendency to combine interests and capital 
for the purpose of covering larger fields. 

“ We must be alive to the evils which may 
come from this combination and be ever on 
the alert to keep them within the bounds of 
proper control. We must realize that to 
do the business of the day these combina- 
tions are absolutely essential.’ 

“Private means, individual effort, and 
control are no longer adequate for carrying 
out the-many and far-reaching projects the 
modern brain conceives. Combinations have 


come to stay. To attempt to eliminate them | 
would be futile, to destroy them unwise; 


for their destruction would be a fatal blow 
to modern progress. But to regulate them 
so that individual rights and interests and 
the rights and interests of the public shall 
de conserved is the great problem of the 
present and will be the continuing problem of 
the future.”

“ We read and hear much today,” he said,

scorn and derision of the reading and listen- 
ing world. Their methods of business are 
denounced in many quarters as of devilish 
origin and of fatal effect. 


Men Are Personally Upright. 

‘“ There ia something in all this, but the 
curious thing is that these men, whose names 
I suppose occur to you as I am speaking, 
when you come. to meet them are honest, 
Straight, upright, loving fathers, faithful 
husbands, Christian gentlemen, charitable, 
lovers of men and lovers of good. 

There ig scmething pitiful in the genu- 
ine surprise with which, in the last few 
years, Christian gentlemen of the sort which 
I have described discovered that the things 
which they have done are regarded by the 
world as evil. 


Good as Other Humans. 

“I do not believe that these men are sin- 
ners above other mem They are the vic- 
tims of the imperfect standard which has 
been placed in their hands. I believe that 
there ig great danger in the indiscriminate 
attack upon men who have innocently worked 
themselves into an unhappy relation to their

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ATTACK KANSAS RISK RULING 


Judge Upholds State Regulation 
of Fire Insurance Rates, 


COMPANIES WILL APPEAL. 


Take Private Contract’’ View; Point 
Favorable Nebraska Decree. 


— — 


The decision of Judge Pollock of the United 
States court at Topeka in sustaining the Kan- 
sas law providing for the regulation of fire 
insurance rates, caused considerable surprise 
in insurance circles and has served to 
strengthen the position of the advocates 
of state acts for supervision of fire insurance 
rates. In Kansas fire insurance companies 
are required to file their basis schedules and 
jocal tariffs. The insurance superintendent 
has the authority to increase or decrease 
rates after a hearing. The companies have 
a right to appeal to the courts if they fee 
that the ruling of the insurance superin- 
tendent is unjust. 

The companies decided to contest the con- 
stitutionality of the Kansas law and filed 
the suit in the federal court. Their attor- 
heys took the position that insurance is e 
private contract which analagous to a mer- 
chant selling his goods. They also contended 
that the law was in violation of the constitu- 
tion of Kansas and the fourteenth amend- 
ment to the constitution of the United States. 


Hold Act Unconstitutional. 

Tt was also declared that the law gives 
the insurance superintendent legislative 
power while the constitution vests It only 
in the legislature. The attorneys also set 
forth the plea that there was discrimina- 
tion in that farmers’ mutual companies were 
exempted from the operation of the law. 
The peint was also made that fire insur- 
ance is more or less of a technical busi- 
ness and the basis of all rates is made from 
years of study of condition and risks. It
